A priest who en- 


deavored to restrain .the mob

The municipal guard was called on<i 
to-help the police and sallied out un- 
der arms. 
Then the people in the 


streets went to the barracks to ao- 
claim the revolution. Many of the sol- 
diers fraternized with them -and forth- 
with the flrst.regiment revolted openly, 
followed shortly by the thirteenth, of 
which the king of Spain is honorary 
colonel. 
Certain officers of the thir- 


teenth regiment tried to check the sol- 
diers, but fell riddled with .bullets. 


The first regiment of. the line and 
the first regiment of chasseurs revolted 
and -at the same tlmo the aLdmiral of 
the fleet hoisted the flag of the repub- 
lic to the peak of his flagship and sa- 
luted It with the warship's guns.

from Broadway- back-to Cherry street 
and (s bounded on the sides by Second 
street and Everett, avenue. 


The two upper floors, are : tenements. 


and nearly 75 ' persons 
were asleep 


when tho fire started. Aroused from 
their slumbers by the noise of the flro 
wagons, they rushed into the street, 
many of them 
without 
stopping 
to 


dress at all, while none stayed longer 
than (p throw on tho nearest garments 
handy. 


In tho ' Scenic theatre the audience 


had gathered to listen to the perform- 
ance of "A Quiet Wedding" in Yiddish. 
One:slde of tho theatre is on Cherry

oughfare, not much more than 10 feet 
away from the building on fire. This 
audience heard the cry of: flre and im- 
mediately began to seek safety outside.

Jumping 
over Enats, they battled to get to the 
doors, but none .was injured, though a

theatre was empty.

The high tariff has driven some of the trusts of this country 


establishing factories on the other side of the Canadian line. In this way 
.they can command the trade of both countries without paying nny tariff. 
Several American paper factories have established branches on the other 
side of the Canadian line, and the Dupont Powder company is the latest 
to cross the border. 


The powder trust is ready to mnke ammunition for use of foreign gov- 


ernments against the United Slates. That is one of the queer results of 
allowing trusts to attain such proportions that the country is not large 
enough for them.

action of the powder trust is somewhat similar to that of the 


United Shoe Machinery company which is sending its machines to foreign 
countries and teaching the inhabitants thereof how to make shoes for them-, 
selves.

SIGNS THAT 
DEFACE 
NATURAL 
SCENERY 


It seems that the l»w ngninsl defacing natural scenery by promiscuous 


signs is up in the air at the present time. The question now is, "Shall the 


law stand as it is or shall commercial interests be allowed to destroy the 


scenery within our highways, as it is so often destroyed outside the high- 


ways. The law since 1873 in regard to such matters has provided a fine 


for anybody who sets up any sign, device or trade mark on any rock, build- 


ing or land without the consent of the owner. That law empowered public- 


i spirited citizens to remove many signs plastered .illegally on trees, fences, 


rocks and bridges. 


A bill was introduced into (he last, legislature to repeal the existing 


law, and to allow (he highway commission, mayors and selectmen to permit 
as many signs as they saw lit lo approve on the public, highways, ami also 
to punish by fine or imprisonment anyone, who 
destroys 
such 
signs. 


It provided further, in order to give the measure some chance of passing, 
that anyone piitt.ing up signs without permission might be lined as formerly. 


There wns such opposition to this measure that, a substitute was intro- 


duced providing that the whole ([ucstion lie referred to the highway com- 
mission. Accordingly the highway commission has to deal with tho matter, 
and will hold a. public hearing at its offiet! in the Slnlo House on the 2l3th 
of this month lit 2.30 p. m. At that time ami pluec those, who are opposed 
to the. proposed change in the law should attend and enter their protest. 
The proposed change would mnlto tho law very imioh worse than it !>»« 
been, and would allow mayors and solectmon of towns to UKO their discre- 
tion in such mailers. Under such a ln\v it would be only a matter of per- 
suading thoso officials to allow objectionable wignK to l>« erected on the 
public highways.

town's water, supply already dry and 
the third falling at the rate

inches a day, Palmer faces a serious 
water famine. 


So serious have conditions become 


that action already 
has 
been 
taken 


both by the board of-health and the 
prudential committee of the fire dis- 
trict looking toward relief. 


The prudential committee, thorough- 


ly investigating yesterday, found that 
the water In the reservoir had 
gone 


down two feet in the past four days, 
and stated that if it continued to fall 
at that rate the supply could not last 


(more than a week at 
the most, anil 


even now, it is feared, the town would 
be helpless In case of a serious fire. 


The board "of health takes groat in- 


terest in the matter, for the reason 


that, with the lownoss of the water, ita 
quality has deteriorated, 
due to the 


presence of a large number of fish dy- 
ing in tho reservoir.

Briefs Were Filed in tiie Su- 


preme Court Today 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
C.—Probably 
the greatest labor fight waged in years 
in the supreme court of the 
United 


States was opened today when Daniel 
Davenport and J. J. Darlington as at- 
torneys for tho Buck Stock & Hange 
Co. of St. I^Duls filed its side of the fa- 
mous controversy over the "We don't 
patronize list" of tho American Feder- 
ation of .Labor. 


"The sole argument for tho right to 


boycott rests upon the 
proposition," 


says the brief, "adopted as true in the 
opinion of Chief Justice Shepnrd, that 
what one men may lawfully do 
nny 


number of men may lawfully agree or 
combine to do. But the right of an 


individual to withhold his custom from 
persons who deal with A is as unques- 
tionable as his right to withhold his 
custom from A himself. Within rea- 
sonable .limits any person may express 
disapprobation of an actor in a theatre 
but a combination of persons to hiss 
him and to havo others to do so would 
be unlawful." 
"We submit," adds the brief, "that 


tender consideration for the possiblo 
contingent future rights of a 
wrong-_ 


door should not be carried so far as to 
withdraw present proteption from the 
injured party against the wrong actu- 
ally being Inflicted on him."

The. fire started from , some undis- 


covered cause in a pile of mattresses 
In the First. Furniture company, owned 
by Glodblatt & Warren, 'which occu- 
pies the ground floor of what is called 
the old Greene b]ock, owned by P. J 
Bonner. The,building is an old wooden 
structure, formerly used as a stable. It 
occupies an entire block, extending 
from Broadway, back to Cherry street, 
and is bounded on the sides by Second 
street and Everpt.t avenue. . 


The two uppei ';floors are tenements, 


and nearly 75 persons were 
asleep 


when. the fire started. Aroused' from 
their slumbers by the noise of the fire 
wagons, they rushed into the street, 
many of them 
without 
stopping to 


dress at all, while none stayed longer 
than to throw on the nearest garments 
handy. 


In the Scenic theatre the audience 


had gathered to listen to the perform- 
ance of "A Quiet Wedding" in Yiddish. 
One side of the theatre is on Cherry 
street, which is a, very narrow thor- 
oughfare, not much more than 10 feet 
away from the building: on fire. The 
audience heard the cry of fire and im- 
mediately began to seek safety outside. 


The two policemen on duty at the 


theatre, George Cass and William 
O'Connor, endeavored 
to check the 


headlong flight of the audience by tell- 
ing them that there was no danger, as 


the actors shouted in Yiddish to keep 
their'scats. 


While the spectators were hesitating 


as to what' course to pursue, some 
thoughtless person opened a door lead- 
Ing to Cherry.street and tho blaze of 
the flames was seen by every one in 
the theatre. Instantly the rush for the 
doors began again,' with the audience 
in greater panic than before. Jumping 
over seats, they battled to get to the 
doors/- but none was injured, though a 
very few minutes elapsed before 
the 
theatre was empty. 


Another theatre had finished its per- 


formance at the same time, and the 
audience joined the spectators in Chel- 
sea square In front of 
the burning 


building, making: a crowd of over 3000.

EPIDEMIC 


It is the duty of the board of health to investigate every possible 


source of typhoid fovcr in order that the epidemio 
may be 
completely 


.stamped out, and that there shall be no danger of its recurrence. The 
community has suffered very considerably since this epidemic started, and 
the end has not yet been reached. Nor is it quite certain that the board 
has laid its finger upon the sole and only source of tho disease. There may 
be oilier contributory causes not yet discovered. It is true that the board 
'has traced a considerable number of cases to the milk supply of a single, 
dealer. This affords inferential evidence that the germs were conveyed in 
the milk. Against any such dangers as that the board can provide in the 
future, and it is to be hoped that hereafter not only milk dealers but milk 
producers will be much more careful than they have been in the past.

GOING OVER TO 
CANADA 


The high tariff has driven some of the trusts of this country into 


establishing factories on the oilier side of the Canadian line. In this way 
they can command the trade of both countries without paying any t«iff. 
-Several American paper factories have established branches on the other 
side of the Canadian line, and the Dupont Powder company is the latest 
to cross the border. 


The powder trust is ready to make ammunition for use of foreign gov- 


ernments against the United States. That is one of the queer results of 
allowing trusts to attain such proportions that the country is not large 
enough for them. 


The action of (he powder trust-is somewhat similar to that of the 


• United Shoe Machinery company which is sending its machines to foreign 
countries and teaching the inhabitants thereof how to make shoes for them- 
selves. 
This local monopoly will strike a blow at American trade with 


foreign countries. 


It is about time something were done to stop this extension of pro- 


tected trusts Into foreign countries to operate against the country that gave 
them being, power and wealth. 


If such companies were to lose their standing in the United States 


as soon as they move any of (heir factories to other countries they would 
be more cautious about establishing branches elsewhere.

SIGNS THAT 
DEFACE 
NATURAL 
SCENERY 


It seems that tho law against defacing natural scenery by promiscuous 


signs is up in the air at the'present time. The question now is, "Shall the 


law stand as it is or shall commercial interests be allowed to destroy the 


scenery within our highways, as it is so often destroyed outside the high- 


ways. The law since 1873 in regard to such matters has provided a fine 


for anybody who sets up auy sign, device or trade mark on any rock, build- 


ing or land without the consent of the owner. That law empowered public- 


.spirited citizens to remove many signs plastered illegally on trees, fences, 
rocks and bridges. 


A bill was introduced into the last legislature to repeal the existing 


law, and to allow the highway commission, mayors and selectmen to permit 
as many signs as they saw fit Io approve on the public highways, and also 
to punish by fine or imprisonment anyone 
who 
destroys 
such 
signs. 


It provided further, in order to give the measure some chance of passing, 
that anyone putting up signs without permission might he fined as formerly. 


There was Mich opposition to this measure that a substitute was intro- 


duced providing (hat the whole qupslion lie referred to the highway com- 
mission. Accordingly tho highway commission has to deal with the matter, 
and will hold a public hearing at its office in the State House on tho l>filh 
of this month at. 2.30 p. m. At, that time and place, those who are opposed 
to tho proposed change in the law should attend and enter their prbtent. 
The proposed change would make Iho law very much worse than it has 
been, and would nllow mayors and selectmen of towns to use their discre- 
tion in such mutters. Under such a law it would he only a mailer of per- 
suiuling Iliosc. officials to allow objectionable signs to be piw.ted on Iho 
public burhwnys.

by a Drought 


PALMER, Oct. 0.—With two of 
tho 


three 
reservoirs 
which 
furnish the 


town's water sufiply already dry and 
the third falling at the rale 
of . six 


inches a day, Palmar faces a serious 
water famine. 


So serious have conditions become 


that action already has been taken 
both by the board of health and the. 
prudential committee of the fire dis- 
trict looking toward relief. 


The prudential committee, thorough- 


ly investigating yesterday, found that 
the water in the. reservoir had gone 
down two feet in the past four days, 
and stated that if It continued to fall 
at that rate the supply could not last 
more than a week at 
tho most, and 


even now, it is feared, the town would 
be helpless in case of a serious fire. 


The board of health takes great in- 


terest in the matter, for 
the renson 


that, with the lowness of the water, Ha 
quality has deteriorated, due to the 
presence of a large number of fish dy- 
ing in tho reservoir. 
Yesterday 
the 


bottom of the reservoir was plainly 
visible from the bank, and scores of 
dead fish may be seen. 


The matter has been called to the 


attention of the state board of health, 
and representatives of that body arc 
expected in Palmer to take personal 
charge of the matter of caring for the 
town's health.'

Board of Health 


At a meeting of ths state board of 


health held July'21, ]910, the follow- 
ing regulations were made concerning 
the use of the common drinking cup, 
in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 428 of the acts of 1910:
